A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-6, 13-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fuhrmann(US5497966) or German 621 149 to Murr. 

See Figure 4 of Fuhrmann(US5497966) and Figures 1-3 of German 621149 to 

Murr. 

4. Applicant should note that the examiner has requested a translation of the above 
applied non-English reference from STIC within the USPTO and intends to attach a 
translation with the next office action, if available.
